And 
we shall find in this small collection of his, all of the 
fine characteristics which are exemplified in his por- 
traits, murals and themes of every-day life. 


Clyde H. Burroughs, Curator of the Detroit In- 
stitute of Art, says of him that “he has a strong 
conviction in the presence of every theme he under- 
takes, and with a sturdy technique that is equal to 
his need he imparts that conviction with a brilliance 
of color and with a strength and simplicity of pattern 
which cannot help but strike a responsive chord in 
those who look upon his work.” 


When we look upon his work we are proud of 
the fact that he is an American, for Mr. Melchers 
was born in Detroit, August 11th, 1860. Born with 
an inherent taste for art, his early training directed 
by his father, a teacher of drawing and himself a 
sculptor and wood-carver of no little repute in his 
locality, Gari Melchers forged ahead and at seven- 
teen found himself a student at the Academy at 
Dusseldorf. After completing his student days at 


l’Ecole de Beaux Arts in Paris under Lefebvre and 
Boulanger, he took up his residence at Egemond- 
on-the-sea, in Holland. Here he entered upon the 
first stages of his notable career, finding the fisher- 
folk of Holland suitable subjects for his early work. 


Beginning with an honorable mention, won in the 
Paris Salon of 1886, to be followed later by a Medal 
of, Honor, he soon became the possessor of most of 
the honors to be won in European capitals as well 
as those in America. It is interesting to note that 
Mr. Melchers has lived continuously in America ex- 
cept for brief excursions abroad. While Mr. Mel- 
chers is ever alert to the changing conditions in the 
world of art, his own painting is unaffected by out- 
side influences. Building upon strong inward con- 
victions he has steadily pursued his course and any 
change in his work is but the deepening of his art 
which comes with long experience. 


The present exhibition, small as it is, affords an 
opportunity never before offered to enjoy the more 
intimate phases of Mr. Melchers’ versatility.
